The drug taxol 
is formed from the compound paclitaxel. While both exhibiting antiproliferative properties, these have different chemical structures..." 
However, analogue is defined as a structure that is similar in function to one in another according to The American Heritage® Dictionary 
of the English Language, Third Edition copyright © 1992 by Houghton Mifflin Company. Thus, taxol can broadly be considered an 
analogue or rapamycin. Further, as shown by cancelled claim 7, taxol and rapamycin are considered equivalents. 
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
